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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's presently proposed amendments to the claims 
would change the overall scope of the claims, and would 
therefore require further consideration and further search. 
Accordingly, the proposed amendments to the claims are not 
entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 30 October 2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding page 7, line 2 to page 11, line 2: Firstly, 
Applicant Ishiguro (US Patent 6,501,566 Bl) does not teach away 
from not performing error calculations if the error level is 
zero. Ishiguro simply does not teach such a feature. It would 
clearly have been an obvious engineering design to not calculate 
the distribution of the quantization error if there is no 
quantization error to distribute. Applicant has not 
demonstrated any "teching away", but has merely relied upon 
generalizations of the Ishiguro reference. Furthermore, 
Applicant argues aspects of the presently proposed amendments to 
the claims, which have not been entered, and not the claims as 
presently recited. 

Regarding page 11, line 3 to page 13, line 6: As clearly 
set forth in the final rejection (mailed 28 July 2006), T2 is 
the central value since T2 is centrally set between Tl and T3 . 
Applicant not arguing with respect to the rejection clearly set 
forth in said final rejection, but with respect to Applicant's 
own private interpretation. Applicant is respectfully reminded 
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that, although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed, Cir. 1993) . 

Furthermore, as set forth above and in said previous final 
rejection, not performing a calculation when there is nothing to 
calculate (in this case, the distribution of zero error) would 
clearly be something that would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. If one 
does not need to calculate a result, then why go through all the 
trouble to calculate the result? It clearly does not take any 
great leap of logic to ascertain that one should not calculate 
an error distribution if there is no error distribution to 
calculate . 

Conclusion : The final rejection is maintained. The 
proposed amendments have not been entered since entering the 
proposed amendments would greatly change the overall scope of 
the claims.
